Manila, May 19.—10 a. m.—Philip­ 
pine commissioners to oonfer with the 
American com mission regarding sur­ 
render arrived last night at Ban Isidor 
and are coming to Manila today. 
The 
people of Manila are confident that the 
insurrection is ending. 
W ashington, May 19.—W ar depart­ 
ment officials are firmly convinced that 
the end of the insurrection in the Philip­ 
pines is at hand, and that the represen­ 
tatives of the insurgent cabinet and of 
Aguinaldo, who are meeting with Gen­ 
eral Otis today, will succumb to the in­ 
evitable and surrender. 
Their forces, it 
is said at the department, are evidently 
so utterly demoralized by the persistent 
advance of the Americans that they are 
ready to accept peace on the best terms 
they can obtain. 
Driven northward to 
the foothills of the mountain* as they 
have been, their fleeing and ¡-battered 
forces, disintegrated and disheartened, 
no longer can be made to face our vio 
torious advance. 
Less than a w>•* k ago 
General Luna was reported just north 
of Ban Fernando, where Gen« ml M ao 
A rthur's troops art' concentrated, and 
in the neighborhood of Baoilor, with 
about 9,000 rebels. 
Yesterday General Otis reported that 
the rem nant of this force, about 2,100 
men have withdrawn to Tar lac, over 30 
miles north of San Fernanda 
It is 
probable that the remainder of this 
force moved east and joined the main 
body of the insurgents which abandoned 
San Isidro Wednesday and fled north­ 
ward to the point from which Aguinaldo 
is now sending his commissioners to sue 
for peace. 
If this Is a ruse to gain time, 
which uone erf the officials at the war 
department believe, it will avail them 
nothing, as the Americans will utilize 
the period during the negotiations in 
reconnoitenng the country ahead of 
them preparatory to the resumption of 
operations the minute the negotiations 
fall. 
The dispatoh of two battalions of 
the Twenty-third Infantry to Jolo, the 
principal town in the Sulu archipelago, 
Is the fourth military expedition de­ 
tached from the main body of our troops 
at Manila. 
The Sulu archipelago is a group of 150 
small islands extending iu the form of a 
cresent like the Aleutian islands, south 
of the Philippines. 
There are no in­ 
surgents, as far as kuown, iu the Bulu 
group. 
The population of the islands 
consist of aborigines, Chinese traders 
and negroes. 
There is no absolute information at 
the war department concerning the pres­ 
ent strength of the American forces un­ 
der Mac Arthur, Lawton aud 
Kohbe 
which hare been operating against the 
insurgents north of Manila. 
The num ­ 
ber of men if each organization were up 
to its maximum strength would be 16,- 
500, but it is doubtful it their strength 
totals 11,000 meu. 
Mac A rthur’s troops, 
except one regiment, are volunteer*. 
All of Kobbe’s men are regulars, re­ 
cently arrived. 
Three of the six regi­ 
ments under Lawton also are regulars. 
There is one radical difference between 
the volunteer and regular organizations. 
Losses in the former are permanent 
while the gup* iu the ranks of the regu­ 
lars are being constantly filled by new 
recruits. 
It is estimated that Muc- 
Arthur now has about 4,500 meu for 
active se rvice, Lawton about 5.00Q and 
Kobbe 1..100.

ARMS S E IZED 


Havana 
Custom shouse 
A uthorities 
Stop an Im portation of Revolve»*. 
Havana, May 19.—An importation of 
500 revolvers has been stopped by the 
customshouse authorities, the weapons 
being taken into m ilitary custody. The 
dealer to whom they were consigned 
has been informed by Major General 
Ludlow, m ilitary governor of Havana, 
that he may sel^ them to such individ­ 
uals only as shall give the authorities a 
satisfactory reason for the purchase. 
General Ludlow's instructions to the 
dealer were w ritten aud they allude to 
"the lawless element to whom it would 
be dangerous to allow the possession of 
arm s." 
Euriqno Garav, the wholesale hard­ 
ware merchant in whose possession 1,500 
Mausers, bought of the Spanish, were 
found a few days ago, has been required 
to surrender them aud, on the orders of 
General Ludlow, they have been stored 
in the arsenal, subject to shipment out 
of the island. 
Every «lay or so there comes a fresh 
story of brigandage, but at the Salon 
Trocha, the headquarter!» of General 
Brooke, it is asserted that investigation 
invariably shows that such reports have 
only slight foundation. 
Several troops 
of United States cavalry have been 
traversing ports of the proviuce of Puer­ 
to Principe, with rations for from 10 to 
12 weeks. 
This caused reports of bandit 
chasing in that locality to be published 
here, but Brigadier General Carpenter, 
m ilitary governor of the provinoe, tele­ 
graphs that there are no bandits in the 
department and that the cavalry com­ 
manders are merely exercising their 
horses and familiarizing their meu with 
obscure parts of the proviuce, so that 
they may be able to follow outlaws any­ 
where, should occasion arise. 
From Cardenas recently came reports 
of an affair, which was represented as 
"a violent collision between the United 
States' stroops aud the Cubans.”

tuted, and it turned out that the dispute 
was merely one between four American 
soldiers, culminating iu a fist fight .

The tire*boats and all other boats that 
ran alongside, offering assistance, were 
told that the fire could best be fought at 
the pier of the steamer in Hoboken. 
The Barbarossa plowed on toward her 
dock. 
On ronnding the battery it was neces­ 
sary to slacken speed and hug the New 
York shore because of the number of 
craft on the river. 
As soqp as the Bar­ 
barossa reached the ferry slips a Christo­ 
pher street ferryboat slipped out. 
The 
Barbarossa had to dodge this and also a 
cattleship. 
Then appeared the United 
States mail boat and an Erie lighter. 
The Barbarossa struck the lighter and 
sustained a bent prow. 
This threw her 
into the slips. 
The side of the vessel 
struck the end of pier 41, throwing the 
bow into the French liner l a Bretagne, 
which lay at the dock. 
She struck with 
such force that the Bretagne was stove 
in. 
She was rammed so hard that ail of 
the gangways and freight skids were 
splintered. 
Her prow was run clear 
through the barge Foster, sinking the 
barge immediately. 
The barge Leroy 
was rammed so badly that she sank 
within a short time. 
The Barbarossa was hanled off, still 
burning fiercely below decks, 
taken 
across the river to her dock in Hoboken. 
Her oottonladen compartment was flood­ 
ed, and late last night the fire was ex­ 
tinguished. All her passengers had been 
put off. 
The damage to La Bretagne is heavy. 
A wedge-shaped gap appears six or eight 
feet wide on the deck aud tapers down 
below the water line.

Manila, May 19.—-IO a. rn.—Philip­ 
pine commissioner# to confer with the 
American commission regarding stir 
render arrived last night at Ban Isidor 
and arc coining to Manila today. 
The 
people of Manila art' confident that the 
insurrection is euding. 
Washington, May 19.—War depart­ 
ment officials are firmly convinced that 
the end of the insurrection in the Philip­ 
pines is at I laud, aud that the re pre sen 
tat;ves of the insurgent cabinet and of 
Aguinaldo, who are meeting with Gen­ 
eral Otis today, will succumb to the in­ 
evitable and surrender. 
Th* lr forces, it 
is man at the department, are evidently 
so utterly demoralized by the persistent 
advance of the Americans that they are 
ready to accept peace on the best terms 
they can obtain. Driven northward to 
the foothills of the mountains as they 
have been, their fleeing and shatter**! 
tonies, disintegrated aud disheartened, 
no longer tau be made to face our vic­ 
torious advance. Le**** than a w ok ago 
General Luna was reported just north 
of San Fernando, where General Mac­ 
Arthur^ troop** are concentrated, and 
in the neighborhood of Baoolor, with 
a bt int 9,000 rebels. 
Yesterday General Otis reported that 
the remnant of this force, about 2..*<00 
men have withdrawn to Tarlae, over 20 
miles north of San Fernando. 
It is 
probable that the remainder of this 
force moved east and joined the main 
body of the insurgent* which abandoned 
Ban Isidro Wednesday aud fled north 
ward to the point from w hich Aguinaldo 
is now sending his commissioners to sue 
for peace. 
If this is a ruse to gain time, 
which none of the officials at the war 
department believe, it will avail them 
nothing, as the Americans will utilize 
the period during the negotiations in 
reconnoitering the country ahead of 
them preparatory to the resumption of 
operations the minute the negotiations 
fail. 
The dispatch of two battalions of 
the Twenty-third infantry to Joie, the 
principal town in the Bulu archipelago, 
is the fourth military expoditom de­ 
tached from the main body of our troops 
at Manila. 
The Bulu archipelago is a group of 150 
small island.** extending iu the form of a 
creseut like the Aleutian islands, south 
of the Philippines. 
There are no in­ 
surgents, as far as known, in the Bulu 
group. 
The population of the islands 
consist of aborigines, Chinese traders 
and negroes. 
There is no absolute information at 
tbs war department concerning the pres­ 
ent strength of the American forces un­ 
der MacArthur, Lawton aud Kobbo 
which have been operating against the 
insurgents north of Manila. 
The num­ 
ber of men if each organization were up 
to Its maximum strength would be 16,- 
5(10, but It is doubtful it their strength 
totals 11,000 men. 
MacArthur'* troops, 
except one regiment, are volunteers. 
All of Kobbe's men are regulars, re­ 
cently arrived. 
Three of the six regi­ 
ments under Lawton also are regulars. 
There is one radical difference bet ween 
the volunteer and regular organisations. 
Losses in the former are permanent 
while the gains in the ranks of the regu­ 
lars an* being constantly filled by new 
recruits. 
It is estimated that Mac­ 
Arthur now has about 4,500 men for 
active service, Lawton about YO*1) aud 
Kobbe 1,500.

A R M S ^ jS E IZ E D 


Havana Customshouse 
Authorities 
Stop an Im portation Of R evolvers. 
Havana, May 19.—An importation of 
OOO revolvers has been stopped by the 
customshouse authorities, the weapons 
being token into military custody. The 
dealer to whom they were consigned 
has been in form* *d by Major General 
Ludlow, military governor of Havana, 
that he may sel^ them to such individ­ 
uals only as shall give the authorities a 
satisfactory reason for the purchase. 
General Ludlow's Instructions to the 
dealer were written aud they allude to 
"the lawless element to whom it would 
be dangerous to allow the possession of 
arms." 
Enriqne Garav, the wholesale hard­ 
ware merchant in whose possession 1,500 
Mansers, bought of the Spanish, were 
found a few days ago, has been required 
to surrender them aud, on the orders of 
General Ludlow*, they have been stored 
in tho arsenal, subject to shipment out 
of the island. 
Every day or so there comes a fresh 
story of brigandage, but at the Salon 
Trocha, tile headquarters of General 
Brooke, it is asserted that investigation 
invariably shows that such reports have 
only slight foundation. Several troops 
of United States cavalry have been 
traversing ports of the province of Puer­ 
to Principe, with rations for from IO to 
12 weeks. 
This caused reports of bandit 
chasing in that locality to be published 
here, but Brigadier General Carpenter, 
military governor of the province, tele­ 
graphs that there are no bandits in the 
department and that the cavalry com­ 
manders are merely exercising their 
horses and familiarizing their men with 
obscure parts of the province, so that 
they may be able to follow outlaws any­ 
where, should occasion arise. 
From Cardenas recently came reports 
of an affair, which was represented as 
"a violent collision between the United 
States’ stroops aud the Cubans.” A 
military inquiry was promptly insti­ 
tuted, and it turned out that the dispute 
was merely one between four American 
soldiers, culminating in a fist fight. 
No 
Cubans were iuuolved, and no politics. 
Major General Wood, military gov­ 
ernor of the department of Santiago, j 
telegraphed yesterday to the governor 
general the results of his recent trip into 
the interior. 
He says he found no out­ 
laws, aud that the people were working 
in tranquility. The Cionfuegos rioting 
last Monday is regarded as quiet insig­ 
nificant and certainly had no connection 
with politics. 
General Brooke has caused inquiries 
to be made in every district where dis­ 
order is reported. 
Little or none has 
been found and such as there has been 
could not be attributed to anti-Ameri­ 
can sentiment. 
A telegram from Cam- 
aguey says that 50 armed brigands have 
attacked a plantation near Guavabil, 
killed sir. men, but the report may 
prove to be mach exaggerated. 


5,0 0 0 BALES OF COTTON 


Ig n ite Shortly After th e S h ip Leaves 
New Y o rk —Cranhe# Into a F rench 
V essel mid Sink*- Tw o Barge# on 
H er R etu rn to P ort—F ixe H undred 
P assenger# A board. 


New York, May 19. — With thick 
smoke fluttering up from her forward 
ventillators and the fire signal flag dis­ 
played in her rigging, the North Got- 
j man Lloyd ocean liner Barbarossa put 
, back into port yesterday afternoon, end- 
lug a trip which, though of only a few 
hours’ duration, was full of exciting in- 
I cidents. 
The Barbarossa drew out of her dock 
yesterday for Bremen. She carried 500 
saloon and cabin passengers, several 
hundred emigrants in the steerage, a 
| crew of 250 men and a general cargo of 
' merchandise, in which were over 5,000 
bales of cotton. 
There wore many per­ 
sons of prominence on the decks of the 
big steamship as she crept out of the 
North river, among them Dr. Charles 
A. Briggs, his wife aud daughters, and 
Professor A. Putzker of the State Uni­ 
versity of California. 
Just as the Barbarossa was passing 
through the narrows a dight wreath of 
smoke was seen curling up from one of 
the forward ventilators. 
In a short 
time it grew in volume, and it was dis­ 
covered ooming from one of the forward 
lower port compartments in wnich the 
thousands of bales of cotton were stored. 
"Ship on fire—want immediate as­ 
sistance" was instantly run aloft. Cap­ 
ulin Richter could not immediately turn 
back because of the narrow channel, and 
had to steam on to wider berth. 
The 
marine observer flashed the news to the 
city that tho Barbarossa was on fire, and 
the fireboats Zephyr Mills and Robert 
A. Van Wyck were sent down the bay. 
The fireboats aud all other boats that 
ran alongside, offering assistance, were 
told that the fire could best be fought at 
the pier of the steamer in Hoboken. 
The Barbarossa plowed on toward her 
dock. 
On rounding the battery ll was neces­ 
sary to slacken speed and hug the New 
York shore because of the number of 
craft on the river. 
As soqn as the Bar­ 
barossa reached the ferry dips a Christo­ 
pher street ferryboat slipped out. 
The 
Barbarossa had to dodge this and also a 
cattleship. 
Than appeared the United 
States mailboat end an Erie lighter. 
The Barbarossa struck the lighter and 
sustained a bent prow. 
This threw her 
into the slips. The side of the vessel 
struck the end of pier 41, throwing the 
bow into the French liner La Bretagne, 
which lay at the dock. 
She gtruck with 
such force that the Bretagne was stove 
in. She was rammed so hard that all of 
the gangways aud freight skids were 
splintered. 
Her prow was run clear 
through the hargv Foster, sinking the 
barge immediately. The barge Leroy 
was rammed so badly that she sank 
within a short time. 
The Barbarossa was hauled off, still 
burning fiercely below decks, taken 
across the river to her dock in Hoboken. 
Her (*ottonladen compartment was flood­ 
ed, and late lost night the fire was ex­ 
tinguished. All her passengers had been 
put off. 
Tile damage to La Bretagne is heavy. 
A wedge-shaped gap appears six or eight 
feet wide on the dock and tapers down 
below the water line. General Super­ 
intendent Jean De Bocande, of the 
French line, said: "I cannot say how 
great our loss is until La Bretagne is 
pat in dry dock. 
This will be done im­ 
mediately. I hop** to get her off on her 
regular trip next Wednesday.”
